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EDITORIAL 


The two levels of National Front policy 


Searchlight has consistently maintained that the National Front was 
a carefully worked out tactic of National Socialist (Nazi) strategy, 
and that it functions at two levels. One is to create a public facade of 
just being a pressure group to the right of the Monday Club. 

The other is the activity of the inner, trusted corp of Nazis who 
work with members of various organisations, to advance the cause of 
National Socialism. Similarly most of their public racist activity is 
concentrated on attacking Blacks and Asians through posters, leaflets, 
stickers, verbal insults, physical intimidation and their monthly paper, 
National Front News. 

But in the pages of what for a better description could be called 
their theoretical journal, Spearhead, there is an emphasis on anti- 
Semitism and the international conspiracy theory. 

Letters from Front leader John Tyndall to American Nazis Karl 
Allen (1965) and William Pierce (1967) are explicit, and spell out 
his intentions for both his immediate and long term strategy as a 
dedicated Nazi. 


‘‘There is a tremendous vacuum in Britain at the present time into which 
could step a serious and responsible-looking movement, adhering to the 
essential principles of Fascism and Nazism, but presenting them in a manner 
which Britons could identify with the cause of their own country, as Germans 
and Italians and a generation before.’’ — Extract from letter to Allen 1965. 


‘**To be frank, I do not believe that a movement with an open Nazi label has a 
hope of winning national power either in Britain or the UK in the forseeable 
future. I have therefore sought to modify the form of our programme though 
not of course the essence of our ideology. In doing this I have considerably 
closed the gap between ourselves and other nationalist right-wing groups in 
Britain, and this has opened up possibilities of unification which at the 
moment I am striving very hard to exploit .. . and you must bear in mind 
that the whole tone of our propaganda now has to be considerably modified 
by the existence of the Race Relations Act, which the Jews got through 
Parliament to stifle free speech on the subject of themselves... 

“If we unite with the other groups with whom we are negotiating, I may 
have to take a step down in rank, which I do not in the least mind doing. In 
that event I propose to concentrate mainly on the publishing side of things 
for a year or two and build up our resources in that connection. The possession 
of these resources, and of the vital premises, will give our faction — the NS 
faction — the key strategic advantage in any merger, and will therefore put us 
in a position to thwart any moves towards a take-over by any liberal elements. 
Our strategy is to use the moderate elements, to work behind them for as 
long as is necessary, but to effectively control them.” — Extract from letter 
to Pierce 1967. 


John Tyndall has repeatedly claimed that his Nazi connections 
were part of his “‘youthful” indiscretion. We can accept that he was 
indiscrete. But youthful? 

1967 was eleven years ago when Tyndall was in the midst of 
negotiations for a merger between his small Nazi, Greater Britain 
Movement, and the recently formed National Front. At the age 
of 34, and already a seasoned political campaigner who had been 
imprisoned for his activities, he hardly fitted the bill as a callow 
youth.

Members will recall that at the last AGM a motion was put and carried to the effect that the existing 
Statement of Policy should be replaced as.Annex 1 of the Party Constitution by a new ‘Statement of Prin- 
ciples’ so as to allow the Directorate to amend at its discretion such parts of the Statement of Policy as 
it considered necessary in the light of changing political circumstances. The new Statement of Principles, 
as with the old Statement of Policy, could only be altered by the consent of two-thirds at an AGM. 


The Policy Department was entrusted with the task of preparing a provisional draft for such a Statement 
of Principles for placing before the Directorate. Then whatever final draft was approved by the Directorate 
would be put to the members to endorse or otherwise by postal baliot not later than 6 months from the date 
of the last AGM. 


I have to report that the Policy Department has discussed the provisional draft of a Statement of Prin- 
ciples and is agreed over mosi of the conients. There are, however, one or two areas of disagreement, 
and ] fee] that these can only be resolved by the Directorate. 1 wish to deal with this item at the meeting 
of the Directorate this Friday, January 26th, if possible, and so] am arranging for the posting of this 
draft to Dorectorate members so that it may reach them on Wednesday, January 26th. 1 hope that this 
will be time enough. for members to gather their thoughts on the maiter for the meeting on Friday. 


1 am listing the Statement: of Principles below. The first € principles are agreed to in subsiance by 
al! Policy Department members, except that in the case of principles i and 2 one department member, 
Mart Websier believes these shouid be combined into one single principle. 


Statement of Principles

1. The National Front is a party of British Nationalism. Its aim is the establishment in Britain of a gov- 
ernmen: faithful to British Nationalist principles. 


2. The National Front is committed to the principle of National Sovereignty in al! British affairs. 11 
Opposes participation by Britain in any form of international Organisation oO: association whereby there 
is an\ reduction of Briush control of British affairs. 


3. The National Front stands for the preservation of the national an2 ethnic character of the British people 
and is wholly opposed tc anv form of racial integration between Britzsh and non-European peoples. |t 
therefore is opposed to al) non-European immigration into Britain an¢ commited to a4 programme for 
the resettlement overseas of those non-European peoples already here. 


4. The National Front is implacably opposed Communism and all other forms of Marxian Socialism.

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WASHINGTON PLAYS HOST TO INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE 


Neo-Fascists 
out in force 


We reproduce in full the excellent article that 
appeared in the Washington Post May 28th this 
year. We are not surprised to see Dr Roger Pearson 
founder of the Northern League, in such ‘esteemed’ 
company as Italian Fascist boss Almaranti, and 
a number of well known American Nazi party 
activists. 

The article did not refer to the British delegate 
Dowager Lady Birdwood who finds Blacks, Asians 
and Arabs so distasteful but the Saudi money 
most welcome. Why is it the Birdwood’s of the 
world have such double standards? They stir up 
hatred in this country against Moslems then they 
take the hand outs from one of the strictest 
Moslem countries. 

One is also angered at the Carter administration 
turning a blind eye to such an international gather- 
ing of racialists, anti-Semites and Nazis masquera- 
ding under the guise of the World Anti-Communist 
League (WACL). So much for human and civil 
liberties. 


The 800 international delegates and observers — 
ranging from sleekly tailored Europeans to robed 
Buddhist monks and Indians in saris — assembled 
sedately under the shimmering chanderliers of the 
Regency Ballroom in the Shoreham-Americana 
Hotel here recently. 

Tiny flags of 100 nations and international 
organisations dotted the enormous horseshoe- 
shaped conference table as participants listened to 
speeches and occasionally rose to make points 
of order. Interpreters spluttered simultaneous 
translations in Spanish, English and Chinese from a 
sound booth. 

It was the 11th annual conference of the World 
Anti-Communist League (WACL) — a mammoth 
yet little heralded convocation of international 
conservatism, drawing an exotic array of political 
analysts, academics and public office-holders from 
throughout the world to map strategies against 
Soviet and Chinese communism. 

Two US senators — Jake Garn (R-Utah) and 
James A. McClure (R-Idaho) — addressed the 
assembly, as did a member of the West German 
Bundestag, the vice president of Guatemala and a 
key official in the Kuomintang, the ruling political 
party of Nationalist China. 

But behind the speeches, the pomp, the meticu- 


lous attention to parliamentary detail and orthodox 
anti-communist pronouncements, other forces 
were stirring within the WACL — forces of autho- 
ritarianism, neo-fascism, racial hierarchy and anti- 
Semitism. 

Unknown to many participants, activists, who 
have quietly penetrated portions of WACL since at 
least 1972, were establishing new beachheads 
in Latin American and European contingents, 
attracting private Saudi Arabian money and using 
the WACL infrastructure to create a loose consor- 
tium for the diverse elements of the international 
ultra right. 

A subtle but major development, for example, 
was the formal admission to WACL membership 
of the Movimento Sociale Italiano-Destra Nazionale, 
introduced at WACL’s opening plenary session 
simply as “MSI’’, an Italian political organisation. 
Conference delegates clapped politely. Few had 
heard of the organisation, at least by that name. 

In fact, MSI is the principal neo-fascist party of 
Italy, with 50 senators and deputies in the Italian 
parliament. It drew more than 2 million votes in 
the last national election. Party chief Giorgio 
Almirante, 62, ex-Blackshirt and leader in Benito 
Mussolini’s government in World War II, attended 
the WACL conference along with several aides. 


ATTACKING “HOLOCAUST” 


Other varied and wide-ranging developments also 
occurred at the conference. 

The official Mexican delegation, headed by 
Guadalajara University professor Raymundo Guer- 
rero, circulated copies of Replica, a Guadalajara- 
based magazine with a centrefold article attacking 
the recent NBC television Holocaust series as 
‘“‘another gigantic campaign of Jewish propaganda 
to conceal their objectives of world domination’’. 

Nouvelle Ecole, a contingent of French activists, 
met informally during the conference with William 
Pierce, a former American Nazi Party functionary 
and currently head of his own group in Arlington, 
called the National Alliance. The alliance promotes 
concepts of white racial superiority through a form 
of anthropological and historical research known in 
right wing circles as ‘‘scientific racism’’. 

Pierce said he met with Nouvelle Ecole members 
during the WACL conference because “they are 
working along lines very close to ours’’. Pierce

was not an official delegate or observer at the 
conference. 

Several well-known racial separatists from 
Australia, South Africa and the United States 
attended the conference as either delegates or 
observers. They included Ivor Benson, white 
South African author and contributing editor for 
American Mercury and other overtly racist publi- 
cations; Edmore D. Greaves, an early organiser of 
the segregationist Citizens Council of Mississippi, 
and Eric D. Butler, an Australian activist and 
author of The International Jew, an annotated 
analysis of the Protocols of Zion, a set of docu- 
ments purporting to show a conspiracy of Free- 
masons and Jews to subvert Christian values 
and establish a world state under joint rule. The 
documents have been rejected as spurious by most 
historians. 

Liberty Lobby, a Washington-based ultra con- 
servative and anti-Zionist organisation headed by 
Willis A. Carto, assisted WACL in organising the 
conference. Lobby employs recruited hosts and 
hostesses for the four-day session. Robert M. 
Bartell, a Liberty Lobby publicist, co-ordinated 
advertising and press arrangements. Workers 
distributed Liberty Lobby literature, including 
copies of the Spotlight, a bi-weekly newspaper 
containing orthodox conservative political articles 
interspersed with anti-Zionist tracts and classified 
advertisements for Ku Klux Klan T-shirts, swastika- 
marked German coins and cassette tapes of Nazi 
marching songs. 

Sheikh Ahmed Salah Jamjoom, a former cabinet 
minister in the Saudi Arabian government and now 
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general manager of a heavy equipment company in 
Saudi Arabia, shared the dais with other WACL 
officials as head of the Middle East Regional 
Council of WACL. In an interview, Jamjoom said 
individual Saudis have contributed heavily to 
WACL in recent years, including about $75,000 
toward the $300,000 cost of this year’s conference 
in Washington. Registration fees from conference 
delegates and contributions from other regional 
councils paid the remaining costs, WACL organisers 
said. 

Roger Pearson, anthropologist, sometimes asso- 
ciate of Willis Carto and author of several books 
and articles promoting concepts of Aryan or Nordic 
racial superiority, presided over the conference. As 
president of the Council on American Affairs — a 
Washington-based research and publishing house 
for political and technical journals as well as host 
organisation for WACL this year — Pearson auto- 
matically assumed chairmanship of the conference 
for this year. 

Among Pearson’s assistants at the Council on 
American Affairs and at the WACL conference 
was Earl Thomas, a former American Nazi Party 
stormtrooper. 

During one of the WACL plenary sessions, 
Pearson spotted two men at the door to the 
Regency Ballroom peddling anti-Jewish tracts and 
reprints from the Thunderbolt, a newspaper of the 
avowedly racist National States Rights Party 
(NSRP) in Marietta, Ga. 

Pearson asked the two men to leave. “‘Not that 
I’m not sympathetic with what you’re doing’’, 
Pearson told them, “‘. . . but don’t embarrass me 
and cut my throat’’. As the men left, Pearson asked 
them to “give my regards” to Edward Fields, 
national secretary of the NSRP. 


THE ULTRA RIGHT CHALLENGE 


Such visible incidents were uncommon during the 
conference, as delegates went about the more 
routine business of giving speechs and approving 
resolutions that condemned communism and 
decried the absence of human rights in Marxist 
countries. 

Indeed, many participants, including the two US 
senators, appeared genuinely unaware of the ultra 
right developments in WACL. 

“We'll certainly ask some questions about this”’, 
said Curt Burnett, an aide to Sen. Garn. “‘We would 
never lend support to anything like this’’. 

“Any anti-Semites or totalitarians in there 
would have been dismayed at Sen. McClure’s 
speech because of its strong human rights position’’, 
said McClure aide Jim Streeter. 

WACL enjoys a general reputation in conservative 
circles as a respectable if largely ineffectual pro- 
moter of an out-dated 1950s era anti-communism. 

Founded in 1966 by Nationalist Chinese and 
South Korean political leaders, it served primarily 
as a propaganda tool against Communist China in 


its early years and reportedly still receives financial 
support from the Taiwan government. It continues 
to publish a magazine, Asian Outlook, extolling the 
virtures of the Nationalist Chinese government and 
maintains a small permanent secretariat in Seoul, 
South Korea. WACL’s honorary chairman ‘“‘for 
life’? is Ku Cheng-kang, a member of the central 
committee of Taiwan’s ruling Kuomintang. 

In recent years, however, the Chinese-Korean 
hegemony has been challenged by the proliferation 
of ultra right WACL members from Europe, Latin 
America and the Middle East. 

As their presence has become more evident, 
several orthodox American and British conservative 
groups have pulled away from WACL, leaving the 
remaining moderate groups increasingly isolated. 

Conspicuously absent from this year’s WACL 
conference as either delegates or official observers, 
for example, were representatives of the John 
Birch Society, the Unification Church of Korean 
evangelist Sun Myung Moon, and Lee Edwards’ 
American Council for World Freedom. 

Edwards’ organisation, based in Washington, was 
once the principle American constituent member 
in WACL but pulled out in 1975 after initial 
reports of anti-Semitism in WACL had surfaced. 
Edwards’ organisation was succeeded by Pearson’s 
council on America Affairs as the official US 
constituent member of WACL. 

In early 1974, Stefan T. Possony, an official in 
Edwards’ organisation and noted political analyst 
at the Hoover Institution, a conservative think tank 
at Stanford University, circulated a confidential 
memorandum claiming that WACL was then 
controlled ‘‘at least nominally” by the Mexican 
chapter, known as Femace (Federation Mexicana 
Anti-communists). 

Femaco in turn, the memorandum said, is 
dominated by an anti-Semitic secret society called 
Tecos. 

‘“‘Tecos originated during World War II’’, accor- 
ding to a copy of the memorandum obtained by 
The Washington Post. “...It had early connections 
with Peronists (in Argentina), and since 1952 had 
maintained contact with the Arab League’. The 
memo estimated Tecos’ membership at ‘“‘several 
hundred’’. 

The memo says Tecos established liaison with 
similar groups in Italy, France and the United 
States. 

After Femaco became an official WACL chapter, 
the memorandum said, other organisations with 
anti-Semitic and neo-fascist ties soon gravitated 
toward WACL, attending annual conference 
either as delegates or observers, a shift from the 
original Korean-Chinese base of the organisation 
began to occur, and the ultra right groups became 
bolder in their public pronouncements. 

As early as 1972 the British chapter of WACL, 
called the Foreign Affairs Circle, complained of 
increasing anti-Semitism and neo-fascism and 
formally withdrew in January, 1973. Two years 
later, Edwards’ US group pulled out. Sun Myung 


Moon’s political organisation, the Freedom Leader- 
ship Foundation, applauded Edwards’ pullout, 
calling it a “repudiation of fascism ’. 

The John Birch Society also has kept some 
distance from WACL in recent years. The intrusion 
of European conservative organisations, as distinct 
from American groups, into WACL has had a 
negative impact, says Scott Stanley, editor of the 
Birch society’s American Opinion magazine. 

“When you get out of the American conservative 
tradition, you find a very different thing, with a lot 
of racial stuff’, Stanley said. “It’s a hangover from 
many years ago in Central Europe — and it’s now 
spread to South America — and you can find some 
pretty ugly stuff. It’s one reason why we’ve never 
gone international. 

“The hallmark of the right is its nationalism’’, 
he said, ‘“‘and nationalism can mean race in a lot of 
countries, especially in Europe . . . There is a 
tradition there of projecting racial identity into 
national purpose. And when you get some clown 
who comes along and wants to ‘purify’ everything, 
that’s when the ugly stuff starts”’. 


Roger Pearson, British-born president of the North American 
chapter of WACL. : 


RACE AND GENETICS 


Roger Pearson, 50, the British-born chairman of 
WACL this year, has refused repeatedly to be 
interviewed on the record by The Post about his 
writings and research on race and genetics. 

Interviews with acquaintances of Pearson and 
examination of his writings, however, create a 
picture of an astute and personally charming man 
who has a foot in two contrasting worlds — the 
world of political moderation and scientific ortho- 
doxy and the more adventurous world of scientific 
racism and experimental eugenics. 

He has come there by way of a career as a 
colonial Indian army officer, tea grower, author, 
anthropology professor and most recently publisher 
of political and linguistics journals in Washington. 

His writings range from staid academic neutrality 
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nowadays to unabashed advocacy in past years of 
racial hierarchy, Nordic and Aryan superiority and 
the need to maintain genetic purity through 
artificial insemination and sperm banks supplied 
by only the “‘fittest”» members of the race. 

He has friends in Congress, is an editorial asso- 
ciate of such orthodox conservative think-tanks as 
the Heritage Foundation and the American Security 
Council and, at the same time, is a recipient of at 
least $36,000 in grants from the Pioneer Fund, a 
genetics-oriented ‘organisation which has funded 
research by William B. Shockley and other scientists 
who believe blacks are inherently less intelligent 
than whites. 

Pearson, who holds a doctoral degree in anthro- 
pology from the University of London, is regarded 
by many of his acquaintances as a skilled “‘scientific 
racist’, a term used by ultra right-wing theorists 
for technical research supporting concepts of racial 
hierarchy and intelligence differentials between 
races. 

Pearson, however, has not published any overtly 
scientific racist tracts in at least 15 years, writing 
instead more conventional textbook-style material. 
His colleagues at Heritage Foundation and the 
American Security Council, as well as several 
members of Congress acquainted with him, appear 
unaware of his earlier writing. 

Born in London, Pearson lived in India and what 
is now Bangladesh from 1945 to 1965, serving first 
as an officer in the old British colonial army, then 
as managing director and chairman of several 
British-held industries, including tea plantations, 
in the post-colonial period. 

He met Willis Carto of Liberty during this time, 
according to sources who knew both men, and in 
1965 Pearson moved permanently to the United 
States and joined Carto in a number of publishing 
ventures. 

Pearson had also written several small books on 
race in the late 1950s and early 1960s. In one, 
Race and Civilisation, he singles out the Nordic 
as possessing a “‘certain mastery of his own nature 

. This, reinforced by a traditional respect for 
honesty and truth, a love of competition, a calm- 
ness of judgement and sense of responsibility to 
others, has always marked the race out from other 
European peoples’’. 

In another book, Eugenics and Race, Pearson 
outlines his artificial insemination-sperm bank 
concept: 

“If the biological fitness or worth of the (sperm) 
donor were properly studied, then within a few 
generations, or within one generation even, a new 
super-generation could be produced, descended 
lineally from only the fittest and more capable of 
the previous generation, and the first nation-state 
to introduce this procedure would eventually 
dominate the rest of the world — so superior would 
be its individual members.”’ 

Pearson left Carto sometime in the late 1960s 
and entered the academic world, teaching anthro- 
pology at Queens College in Charlotte, N.C., and

the University of Southern Mississippi in Hatties- 
burg, and becoming dean of academic affairs 
at Montana College of Mineral Science and Tech- 
nology in Butte. 

He wrote several more books, including a 
college textbook entitled An Introduction to 
Anthropology, published by Holt, Rinehart & 
Winston. These latter books are more nearly 
academically neutral and lack the spirited advocacy 
of his earlier work. 

Some of his recent writing, including a still-to- 
be-published dictionary of anthropological terms, 
has been underwritten by Pioneer Fund grants. 

Pearson quit the teaching world and came to 
Washington in 1975 to set up the Council on 
American Affairs near Dupont Circle. There he 
publishes a quarterly called the Journal of Social 
and Political Studies, an academically orthodox 
publication, and another highly technical linguistics 
quarterly called the Journal of Indo-European 
Studies. 

He also publishes periodic monographs containing 
political analyses on unionism, Communist insur- 
gency in Central America, Soviet intervention in 
Africa and other subjects by both political scientists 
and prominent conservative members of Congress, 
including Sens. Garn, Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) and 
Carl T. Curtis (R-Neb.). 


STRANGE HOBBY 


A hotel waiter in York has been told he can 
keep his job as long as he does not let his hobby 
interfere with his work. His ‘hobby’ is the unusual 
preoccupation of being NF organiser, and the York 
Anti-Nazi League had protested to the management 
of the hotel about his NF activities. The manager 
of the Royal Station Hotel, owned by British 
Transport, told Keith Chapman, who works as a 
waiter there, that provided he did not use his job as 
a political platform and provided he joined the 
NUR, he was welcome at the hotel. The union also 
told him that he could join as long as he did not 
‘press his beliefs on other members’. 

York Anti-Nazi League were prepared to take 
the matter further, and were continuing to hold a 
picket outside the hotel. 
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THE OTHER FACE OF 


ARGENTINA 


SEARCHLIGHT has received the following appeal on behalf of Viviana Beguan, a 28 year-old student, who 
was arrested in Argentina in 1974. Following the massive public relations exercise of the World Cun it is 
even more necessary to be aware of the other face of Argentina, which this document shows. 


We are appealing for international solidarity in 
order to protect the physical and psychological 
well-being of Viviana Teresita Beguan, political 
prisoner of the Argentinian military junta. 

Viviana T. Beguan is 28 years old and a student 
of architecture at the Villa Cordoba University in 
Argentina. She was arrested in the city of Rosario 
in Argentina in 1974. After her arrest she was 
moved to the Villa Devoto prison (Unit No.2), a 
political prison for women only. She is still there. 

Viviana had a trial which commenced under the 
direction of the Federal Judge in Rosario, although 
it did not proceed normally: it has been blocked 
since 1974, the judge didn’t call her to make any 
statement, and nor did he pass sentence. In 1976 
she was informed that she was to be moved from 
Villa Devoto to Rosario to be judged there, but she 
refused to leave because during this period the 
political prisoners of many prisons and camps were 
simply kidnapped, or, with no reason, taken out 
and murdered during apparently official journeys, 
never arriving at their destinations. These prisoners 
were taken from prison on some pretext, as in the 
case of the Resistencia prison in Cordoba, where 
many were killed: Diana Beatrix, F. de Mann, 
Miguel Mosse, Juan Sbaguzza, Jose Veron, Arturo 
Francen to mention some of the names. On the 
occasion Viviana asked for the judge to come to 
the prison, but he never came: evidently the 
demand for her to be moved was a pretext. In 
addition to her trial, Viviana comes under the 
exceptional law of ‘National Executive Power’ — so 
she has no idea how long she will be in prison, nor 
indeed what will happen to her life, for not only 
has she received threats from the prison guards but 
also because she is on a list to be shot. At one time 
she had a lawyer but now the prison authorities 
have refused any communication between her and 
her lawyer. 

Viviana doesn’t receive any letters or visitors, 
nor can her family have any contact with her for 
fear of reprisals. And in the past six weeks her 
parents have ‘disappeared’ from Cordoba. Her 
situation is even more critical because she is a 
delegate of the pavilion of political prisoners. 
elected by her comrades to represent all the 
prisoners to the authorities whenever necessary. 
This is why the authorities are especially concerned 
to exert every form of repression on her. It is 


because of this that Viviana has spent most of her 
time in the punishment cells, totally isolated from 
the other prisoners, losing all privileges. 

At the moment there are three categories of 
prisoners at Villa Devoto, decided only by the 
criteria of the authorities. Group 1 — imposing a 
strict disciplinary regime — is for those for whom 
they believe particularly dangerous, and it is in 
this group that Viviana is included, living in sub- 
human conditions. 

We must protect her life by sending letters and 
telegrams to the various human rights organisations, 
such as Amnesty International, Church organi- 
sations and the International Red Cross. Also it is 
essential to bring this to the attention of the 
Argentinian authorities and the National Prison 
Services (Servicio Nacional Penitenciario). For the 
moment you can write to:

Ex-Political Prisoners of Villa Devoto 
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70 arrested at Naz 


Fifty one years ago Flemish nationalists started 
their annual pilgrimage, known as the Ijzerbode- 
vaart, at Diksmuide, Belgium. 

In 1968 the VMO (Flemish Militant Order) 
started to organise an alternative pro-Nazi section 
to which they invited representatives from a 
number of other countries, making it the occasion 
for a get-together that has grown in size year by 
year. 

Initially the British contingent was organised by 
the League of St. George, but in the last two or 
three years British Movement have organised their 
own members and supporters. The National Front 
have not been represented in an official capacity, 
but their members have usually attached themselves 
to one of the other organised groups. 

This year was no exception and although the 
Front leadership pretend not to know anything 
about their members regular visits, the facts speak 
for themselves. 

Don Sayer, one of the leaders of the Manchester 
NF branch, was once more in attendance as was 
Rod Roberts of Birmingham. Paul Jarvis was 
conspicuously working on the stalls of the German 
Nazi youth organiser, the Viking Jugend, which 
was a natural place for him to be since he runs the 
Viking Youth, the British equivalent. 

Reports from Belgium sources indicate that the 
VMO were less than pleased with the behaviour of 
a number of the NF participants who found the 
Belgium beer too much for them and finished up 
fighting each other. 

Some 50 British Movement members turned up 
in their uniforms, blue shirts and black trousers, 
to be joined by 40 leather clad members of Michael 
Kuhnen’s Nazi group from Hamburg. Since a 
number of the Hamburg group are honorary

“‘Smith’s Settlement”? — 
An IDAF Fact Paper 


It is now more than three months since the “‘in- 
ternal settlement” of 3 March 1978 was signed 
in Salisbury. What has been happening inside 
Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) during this time? Is real 
progress at last being made towards freedom and 
majority rule? 

This Fact Paper, prepared by the research 
department of the International Defence and 
Aid Fund for Southern Africa, examines the 
performance of the transitional government set up 
in Zimbabwe by the Smith regime and three 
African political parties.

members of British Movement it would seem 
natural that they would have got on well together, 
but things didn’t work out that way. 

Last year BM members left Diksmuide in disgrace 
following a series of drunken brawls, and their 
members had been warned about discipline and 
appearance as a consequence. They were under the 
circumstances somewhat keen to put distance 
between themselves and Kuhnen’s members whose 
behaviour on the evening of Saturday July 1, 
offended many of the Flemish participants. 

Matters came to a head at the evening social 
gathering at Michaels Bar. The proprietor put up a 
notice announcing that “‘certain songs and slogans”’ 
were not permitted. Kuhnen obviously didn’t get 
the message and started to sing the Horst Wessel, 
demanding that the band also play it, but when 
they refused and started to play the Flemish 


nated status quo would be preserved intact, has 
been accompanied by a clear and outspoken 
commitment on the part of the Smith regime to 
stepping up the war against its political opponents. 
Despite the new Executive Council’s decisions to 
lift the banning order on the liberation movements 
ZAPU and ZANU, and to release several hundred 
political detainees, political repression has continued 
since the beginning of March. The regime’s security 
laws and practices remain in force, and political 
trials have carried on without interruption. Measures 
by the police and armed forces to suppress popular 
support for the armed liberation struggle, including 
summary arrest, detention without charge, inter- 
rogation and torture, have been stepped up. 

On the basis of previously unpublished evidence, 
including details of over 200 people known to have

nationalist anthem, the Hamburg Nazis stormed 
out. They collected a few others to accompany 
them, including some from Britain, and went ona 
drunken spree. As a result the Belgium police 
arrested about 70 and several spent the night in 
prison. When an attempt was made to demonstrate 
outside the prison the police made further arrests. 

The sickest part of the activities took place at 
Ypres where most of the British contingent turned 
up to place a wreath on the war memorial. Before 
doing so they attended a gathering of Nazi represen- 
tatives from various countries, who were addressed 
by a representative of the VMO. His frequent Seig 
Heil’s were eagerly responded to, and on a couple 
of occasions Nazi salutes were given. 

As if that wasn’t enough one participant was 
seen to carry the standard of the elite Nazi SS unit, 
the Todten Kopf (Deaths Head) Division. 

Amongst the organisations present at this years 
gathering were the Italian fascist party MSI, the 
German neo-Nazi NPD, Parti d’Force Nouvelle 
from France, the Belgian Rexists (war time Nazi 
collaborators) and representatives from Spain, 
Austria and Holland. 

Despite the greater number of organisations 
attending each year, there is a feeling that the 
crunch is coming as they get more international 
press coverage. The Belgian authorities are becoming 
increasingly conscious, as indeed are growing 
sections of the non-fascist Flemish Nationalist 
Movement, that the Ijzerbedevaart is being used to 
turn Flanders into one of the major centres of 
international fascist activity. 

There was no doubting the stricter enforcement 
of laws concerning the flying of fascist emblems, 
even on the camp sight, and a much greater police 
presence this year. 


been arrested on security grounds since the signing 
of the internal agreement, the Fact Paper suggests 
that the regime’s harassment of its opponents is 
becoming increasingly violent and uncontrolled. 
Many suspects have disappeared without trace after 
being taken into police or security force custody, 
and are feared dead. Other officials and supporters 
of the Patriotic Front of ZAPU and ZANU have 
lost their lives in unexplained circumstances. 

The Fact Paper also examines the transitional 
government’s developing links with South Africa 
including the deployment of armed South African 
police units inside Zimbabwe and the indications 
of further military collaboration. It concludes that 
the internal settlement is a recipe for widening 
conflict in defence of white supremacy in Southern 
Africa.

LOST IN THE POST 


There are increasing reports about interference 
with the mail from a variety of sources. The most 
recent and documented concerned the Bangladesh 


| Workers’ Association branch at Walsall. 


On the evening of May 9/10 an enveloped 
containing 300 membership cars were despatched 
from Birmingham, where they had been printed, 
to Walsall. The packaging consisted of a large 
envelope folded over and sellotaped. 

When the membership cards were delivered the 
next day the envelope was open and the contents 
placed in a plastic bag, which was the normal 
procedure in such a circumstance. 

What was not normal was the fact that a number 
of the membership cards were missing and some of 
the contents of the plastic bag were torn or dis- 
figured. The following day 19 of the missing cards 
were delivered, two of them had been postmarked 
Walsall. 

Once again they had been tampered with. Two 
had been torn, two had the slogan “go home” 
written upon them and several others had the word 
“‘worker’’ altered in ink to “‘shirker’’. 

Complaints have been sent to the appropriate 
post office authorities by Birmingham Trades 
Council who were not entirely satisfied with the 
teply they received and are pursuing the matter 
further. 

In recent weeks we have received complaints 
from a number of people and organisations about 
similar incidents. CARF, the anti-fascist paper, 
report empty packages arriving at their destination. 
There have been reports of letters being opened 
and resealed in a very obvious way, or slogans 
written on the envelopes. 

The Anti-Nazi League also report that parcels 
have been tampered with and sometimes just 
disappear en route. 

Such activities within the post or rail services 
constitute a serious threat to the secrecy of the 
post and in some instances clearly indicate the 
activities of racist groups in the sorting offices. 

In view of the growing number of complaints 
being reported, Searchlight is asking its readers to 
send in detailed reports of any such incidents in 
order to assist in the preparation of a dossier. 
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‘FAT MAN’ IN 


ANTI-POLICE 
OUTBURST 


Martin Webster is clearly feeling the pinch. As 
we reported recently, the ‘fat man’, as he is affec- 
tionately known within the Front, is having to 
take the can for the recent electoral disaster, and 
the failure of his confrontation policy on the 
streets. Predictably, he in turn is scrabbling around 
for a scapegoat on whom he can lay the blame. His 
choice this time is the police, and in a 2-page 
‘Troubleshooting Special’ in last month’s issue of 
Spearhead, he tried desperately to persuade the 
membership that the forces of law and order are 
but the latest recruits to the conspiracy to destroy 
the National Front. 

The article, entitled ““Now the police are mobi- 
lised against us’’, argues that the main reason for 
the Front’s dismal performance in the recent 
parliamentary by-election at Lambeth and Ilford, 
for the St. George’s Day debacle in Leeds, and even 
for his arrest in Brixton, was a deliberate change in 
the policy of the local police forces towards the 
Front. They have, we are told, moved away from 
their previous attitude of fatherly benevolence 
and are now being used by an ‘establishment’ 
increasingly worried by the Front’s growth and 
advances to harass and disrupt their “legitimate” 
activities. Webster sums up the earlier policy by 
quoting a special branch officer on saying, in 1974, 
“Martin — don’t you worry about marching 
wherever you like, or about the number of Police 
that may have to be mobilised. The Commissioner 
can call on all the Police forces throughout the 
country if needs be. We are not interested in your 
political beliefs — just so long as what you want to 
do is lawful’. 

The change is supposed to have occurred towards 
the end of 1977, and to have been exemplified by 
the action of the Assistant Chief Constable of 
Durham in pressurising Durham University Students 
Union into abandoning a planned public debate 
in which Webster was to have featured. Also cited 
is the alleged sabotage of their Leeds St. George’s 
Day meeting, where inadequate police cover 
resulted in Webster himself being dealt rough 
treatment by anti-fascist pickets. 

What clearly upsets Webster is that having, for a 
number of years, ably played the obsequious toady 
in his dealings with the police (and especially the 
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special branch) he is not getting the return favours 
he had hoped for. 

He characterises this as a change in Police policy 
towards the NF ‘“‘from one of impartiality and 
fairness to a policy of bullying and intimidation’. 
In fact, if any change has occurred in the way the 
police deal with the Front, it has been the result of 
years of effort by anti-fascists in pointing out that 
there can be no impartiality towards racial hatred. 
On the other hand, even if such a change can be 
discerned, it is also true that the police have 
adopted a more vigorous approach in dealing with 
the Front’s opponents. Nowhere has an NF march 
per se been banned. Wherever bans have been 
imposed, they have been blanket bans on all 
marches. The Ilford ban led to the cancellation of a 
national NUS grants demonstration, another 
demonstration against nuclear power and a number 
of others. The Leeds ban resulted in the dispersal 
of the Trades Council’s May Day March and the 
arrest of its organisers, and in Hyde, despite the 
ban on marches, Webster himself was afforded 
quite massive police protection for his one man 
martyr’s march. 

But Martin’s little moan does have a purpose. 
What he is trying to say is that the establishment 
has only resorted to using the police because the 
Front (under, presumably, his able guidance) has 
been so successful. Thus he is trying to cut the 
ground from under the feet of those (many) NF 
members who blame him for the setbacks which 
the party has suffered. However, those with longer 
memories perhaps, than most NF members, might 
do well to recall that in 1974, in the wake of 
the Red Lion Square demonstration, he was 
complaining about exactly the same thing. Both in 
his submissions to the Scarman Tribunal, and in a 
Spearhead article entitled ‘Red violence — will we 
have to meet force with force?’’ Webster argued 
that the upper echelons of the police were, for 
some reason, failing to give the Front adequate 
physical protection. Nor were they prosecuting left 
wingers whom he felt were in clear breach of the 
law in “inciting violence’’ against the Front. 
Writing in Spearhead, in June 1974, he observed 
that 

“‘Readers of Spearhead, in view of the non-reaction on 


the part of these senior police officers, could be forgiven 
for suspecting that the Police are following a policy laid 
down for them from above to let the Reds run riot ... 
JUST SO LONG AS THEY KEEP THEIR ATTENTIONS 
DIRECTED TOWARDS THE NATIONAL FRONT 
(Capitals in the original). It can certainly be assured 
that the Establishment could have a vested interest in 
allowing the efforts of the National Front to be distracted 
from elections and other constructive political work to 
fighting off assaults from the Red rabble.” 


Likewise, in August of the same year, he repeats 
the view that the inaction of the police in dealing 
with NF complaints about ‘Red Violence’ could 
only be explained by establishment control over 
the ‘highest level’ of police officers, who after all, 
have their careers to worry about. 

If, as Webster claims, inadequate police pro- 
tection for his members in Leeds is a symptom of 
this new phase in the ‘conspiracy’ against the Front, 
then perhaps he ought to refresh his memory with 
his own account, from Spearhead, August 1972, 
of a demonstration in Blackburn, where, he claims: 


“. . it isa matter for speculation why it was considered 
that only twelve (policemen) were adequate to escort a 
large procession. Again the same old explanation — 
‘While in theory the Police have an absolute right to 
take action in such matters at their own discretion, they 
are ultimately under the control of the Home Office, 
and in view of the political elements in this particular 
case I cannot think that the Police would do other than 
pass the buck for a final decision to a Home Office 
Politico — if not to the Home Secretary himself’.”’ 


No, Martin has not suddenly perceived a new 
and ominous twist in the ‘anti-NF conspiracy’. 
He is playing the same old tune with which he has 
filled acres of boring columns in Spearhead over 
the years. The question is, why is he trying to 
represent the latest incidents of ‘non-co-operation’ 
from the police as a sinister development? And the 
answer is simple. It is all he has left to explain 
away the recent debacle, for which he would 
otherwise have to accept responsibility. Put simply, 
he is lying to the members in a rather pathetic 
endeavour to save his own skin. 


NF PRESS OFFICE SELLS 


Leading members of the National Front, at both 
local and national level, are increasingly becoming 
less concerned about their Nazi and Ku Klux Klan 
connections, which must be somewhat annoying 
for those of the faithful who spend a great deal of 
their time writing to the local press denying that 
such associations exist. 

The latest such example came to light in the 
classified advertisements of the League Review, 
journal of the openly National Socialist (Nazi) 
League of St. George. 

Harvey Stock of the Birmingham National 
Front seems to have put some of the money he 
recently won in the Front raffle towards advertising 
KKK C60 cassettes.

Birmingham. 

This offer of tapes for sale as a commercial 
proposition, may well cause Birmingham’s NF- 
cum-BM-cum-KKK leader more than a little 
bother, for in the process it seems he has broken 
the law; and may also have run foul of BRMB’s 
(Birmingham commercial radio) copyright. 

Apart from anything else this little incident also

highlights the activities of British Movement 
members and supporters inside the Front, who are 
calling the National Directorate’s bluff. During 
Duke’s visit to the Midlands, Martin Webster the 
NF National Activities Organiser, was unable to 
take disciplinary action against those who quite 
openly attended KKK meetings. 

Despite the fact that Webster was repeatedly 
telling the press that Front members were under 
instructions to have nothing to do with Duke and 
his Klan activities, he found himself in the position 
of having to look the other way since so many of 
the local leadership were involved, and any attempt 
to discipline them would have decimated the 
Birmingham NF branches. 

The same situation applies to their members 
involvement with the proscribed League of St. 
George. 

The June issue of League Review is a typical one 
with an article by the National Front parliamentary 
candidate for Ashford, Capt. Kenneth McKilliam, 
and although it is pointed out that he is not a 
member of the League, the very fact that the 
organisation is proscribed to Front members would 
also apply to contributing to its journal. 

Amongst the advertisements there is one from 
the South African National Front and also Paul 
Jarvis, who specialises in selling Nazi propaganda 
material and on this occasion is advertising his Nazi 
youth movement Viking Youth. 

It will be interesting to see what the Front 
leadership does about those named in this report. 
If we were to hazard a guess it would be not much 
for, in reality, they are as one. 
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WHAT THEIR 
PAPERS SAY 


The latest issue of the National Front journal 
Spearhead, taken alongside the latest NF News, 
demonstrate with blatant clarity the ideological 
tactics that the Front are now pursuing. Put in a 
sentence, the Front are recruiting people on the 
basis of an increasingly crude and violent anti- 
black racism (through propaganda like NF News) 
and then indoctrinating them into a comprehensive 
Nazi view through the columns of Spearhead. 

The June NF News states quite baldly in its 
front-page headline that ‘Racial Chaos’ is the 
NF’s “‘Road to Power’. The accompanying article 
talks of ‘“‘violent inter-racial conflicts’, a “‘racial 
crisis of cataclysmic proportions’ and ‘“‘racial 
catastrophe’’, with the clear implication that it is 
in the NF’s interests to bring these events about. 
Another sample page of the newspaper is covered 
with headlines like “Upsurge in Asian violence’’, 
“Tllegal Immigration Rackets Boom”, “Jobs for 
the (black) Boys” and ‘“‘Curry-house cook carried 
Typhoid”. 

The front page of the June Spearhead echoes the 
virulent anti-black theme, with the headline 
“Communist Blacks on Anti-White Rampage’’. 
But there the resemblance stops, because inside 
this Spearhead is subject-matter of a very different 
kind. The message that the new NF recruit, whipped 
up to racist hysteria by NF News, would receive if 
she or he turned to this Spearhead would be, 
stated more nakedly than ever before, that immi- 
gration is the result of a conspiracy by the Jews to 
_ destroy the British Race; that this Jewish conspiracy 
is behind everything that is wrong with the world; 
and that any activity at all, including the destruction 
of democracy, is justified to destroy the conspiracy. 
Finally, in the knowledge that all the foregoing 
were absolutely central beliefs of Adolf Hitler and 
the Nazis, Spearhead goes on to try and rehabilitate 
that loathsome regime by the obscene claim that 
the SS Death Camps did not exist. 

Take, for starters, an article by Martin Webster 
entitled “‘Zion’s Lies and Zion’s Racialism’’ which 
is an attack on what Webster calls ‘“‘Zionist Jewry’s 
propaganda machine’’, a machine which is, he 
claims, “‘constructed to condition Gentile minds to 
lapse into a double-thinking state of nervous 
anxiety every time such key trigger-words as ‘Jew’ 
and ‘anti-Semitism’ are mentioned”. The thrust of 
the article is the NF’s idea that the Jews aim to 
preserve the “purity”? of their own race while 
aiming genetically to destroy all other races. Now 
the NF in general and Webster in particular have 
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said all this before; but the point is the brazen- 
ness of the expression. So, for example, we have 
reference to the London borough of Redbridge 
(which contains Ilford) as having ‘“‘the highest 
concentration of Jews in the country’’. This is of 
course true and not of any great significance in 
itself; the point is that as recently as two or three 
Spearheads ago, the NF were describing Ilford as 
having a “‘cosmopolitan” or “‘Zionist’’ population. 
Webster’s refreshing honesty proves both that these 
words are simply euphemisms for Jew (and there- 
fore that ‘“‘Zionist Conspiracy’? means “Jewish 
Conspiracy”’ and “‘anti-Zionist’? — a position the 
NF admits to — in fact means “Anti-Jewish’’ — a 
position they deny); and that the NF are prepared 
to be much more open about their anti-Semitism 
than for many years. 

In the same way, we have an NF candidate 
defined as standing not just for “White People”’ but 
for ‘“‘White Gentile people’. The conclusion is 
predictable, but once again distinguished by the 
fact that there is here no playing about with 
euphemisms like ‘‘international finance”’ or “alien 
elements’’ or even “‘cosmopolitans’’. The finger is 
pointed unambiguously at the Jews: 


“An understanding of why Zionist Jewry is organised to 
promote among its own youth a frantic desire to be 
Jewish, to breed more Jews and to reject the notion of 
marrying anybody other than another Jew; but to 
promote among Gentile youth, the belief that race and 
nation counts for nothing and that inter-racial mating 
and the production of half-caste children is a good thing, 
is a phenomenon that I intend to nag away at until I get 
an answer that does not insult my intelligence. 

“For the time being the facts, as I know them, indicate 
to me that the Zionist Jews are well aware of the massive 
power that race-awareness can bring a people and want 
to give themselves an advantage over the rest of human- 
kind by encouraging other races to deliberate if not 
totally eliminate themselves through race-mixing.”’ 


Well, of course, Webster has no need to “nag 
away’ at anything. He knows his own view and he 
knows his party’s view. It was expressed perhaps 
most clearly by the Chairman of the National 
Front, John Tyndall, in March 1976: ‘‘There is a 
Jewish Conspiracy for World Power’’, Tyndall 
wrote, ‘‘and anti-Semitism as a doctrine is no more 
than a natural gentile reaction to this fact’’. 


* * * 


The second item of significance in the June Spear- 
head appears in a small box on the top of page 11. 


It is a quotation, and it accompanies an article 
attacking those local newspapers who have refused 
to be used as a platform by the National Front. 
The quotation reads as follows: 


“With the press we will deal in the following manner 
. . . We will harness it and will guide it with firm reigns 
(sic); we will also have to gain control of all other 
publishing firms .. .” 


It is not beyond the wit of anyone to deduce 
what the “‘we”’ is, again, the ubiquitous Jews. What 
is fascinating is that Spearhead acknowledges, 
without comment, that the quotation comes from 
the Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion, the 
notorious forgery produced by the Tsarist secret 
police, which purported to outline Jewish plans for 
a take-over of the world. 

Now this is not the first time that the NF have 
quoted the Protocols; Tyndall did so in the article 
referred to above. But in recent years they have 
always added the caveat that the Protocols ‘“‘may”’ 
be a forgery (in fact, of course, there is no ‘“‘may”’ 
about it). What is interesting about this quote is 
that it doesn’t bother to add this rider, or even 
refer to the possibility that the Protocols aren’t 
true. 

And this is of vital importance. Because if the NF 
are trying to rehabilitate the Protocols then they 
are trying to give renewed credence to the central 
documentary justification of Nazi genocide. The 
Protocols were constantly cited by SS concentration 
camp guards on trial after the war as the justifi- 
cation for their ghastly activity. The document 
went through 33 editions in Germany between 
1918 and the seizure of power (and many more, 
under the Nazi imprint, afterwards). And Norman 
Cohn, in his book on the Protocols, was not over- 
estimating their influence when he wrote: 


“The story of the Protocols is the story of how, in 
twentieth century Europe, a grossly delusional view of 
the world, based on infantile fears and hatreds, was able 
to find expression in murder and torture beyond all 
imagining.”’ 


It is truly the “Warrant for Genocide”’ that the 
National Front are aiming to revive. 


* * * 


Finally, there is the matter of the rehabilitation of 
the Nazi regime itself, through the NF’s campaign 
to deny that the Nazi extermination of the Jews 
took place. This loathsome campaign is represented 
in the June Spearhead by a long article, by none 
other than Richard Verrall, the editor of Spearhead 
himself, about the American Television series 
Holocaust, which tells the story of two families 
involved in the terrible events of the Second World 
War. 

The article is written in the context of the 
growing world-wide campaign to rewrite the 
history of the Final Solution, and in particular the 
book by Chicago Nazi A.R. Butz, The Hoax of the 
Twentieth Century. It is a reference to Butz’s book 


that sets the tone for the whole article; Verrall says 
that it ‘‘claims to demolish the ‘extermination’ 
story as largely a myth’. The use of the word 
“‘claims’’, of course, makes it sound as if Verrall 
is not accepting Butz’s conclusions; but putting 
the word extermination in inverted commas 
demonstrates that he does. And elsewhere we have 
reference to “the alleged Jewish ‘extermination 
programme’” and, ironically a sentence which 
starts: “The claim that Six Million Jews died in gas 
chambers as a result of Nazi persecution during 
World War Two...” 

Later, however, all these coy semantics evapo- 
rate. The television series itself is called a ‘“‘multi- 
million dollar enterprise of the international 
banking fraternity’. It is further described as 
a “vastly expensive, world-wide brainwashing 
operation to keep ‘Nazi war crimes’ alive more 
than thirty years after the war’. And, on the 
holocaust itself, Verrall claims that ‘“‘there is 
no documentary evidence whatever of the ‘exter- 
mination programme’.”’ : 

And, in a final, sick irony, Verrall writes this 
paragraph: 


“Nazism, unlike Communism, does not exist as an actual 
threat in the modern world, yet thirty years after the 
war the ceaseless campaign is continued, ever widening 


ee 


its scope of ‘guilt’. 


Well, of course, Verrall is quite wrong. Nazism 
does exist as a threat in the modern world; it is a 
threat posed in our own country by Verrall’s 
own organisation, the National Front. That the 
Front are Nazis is proved by their violent racism, 
by their espousal of the anti-Semitic conspiracy 
theory, by their use of Nazi sources like the 
Protocols: of Zion, by their authoritarianism and 
hatred of democracy, and by their attempts to 
rehabilitate the regime of their founding father, 
Adolf Hitler. 

We have charted in Searchlight the growth of 
this particular grisly campaign. How it started with 
a review, two years ago, of the Butz book referred 
to above, describing it as a “brilliant study”’ which 
proved that Auschwitz was “a tissue of lies’’, the 
whole thing ‘“‘manufactured by the persistent 
propaganda of the World Jewish Congress’’. We 
pointed out much more recently how the campaign 
was continued in the April Spearhead, which 
referred to the Holocaust as ‘“‘a tall story” and a 
“load of old rubbish’’. 

The fact that, like a dog toits vomit, the National 
Front keep returning to this theme is highly signifi- 
cant. It shows that our propaganda is getting home. 
Our exposure of the Nazi nature of the NF has 
forced the NF, not to continue its increasingly 
desperate and hoarse denials, but to prepare the 
ground for its own “coming out’’, for its own 
admittance that it is indeed a Nazi organisation. 

If the Front does that, then it will need, before- 
hand, to have convinced its own supporters that 
the Nazi regime was not, in fact, as bad as it’s been 
painted. And that is the reason why it is trying to 
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TS HARD GOING 


The National Front are becoming fond of pointing 
to the South West as one of their growth points. 
Since we last reported several months ago on their 
antics in that area, they have been recruiting 
steadily, and cite this as evidence that they can 
appeal on more than simply the immigration issue. 
Don Spry, the Torbay organiser, was, for instance, 
quoted as saying that racial policies would be kept 
in the background, and that much of their support 
in the area came from “‘sympathy with our Common 
Market aims’’. 

This, however, did not prevent Len Bearsford- 
Walker, who fought a Plymouth council by- 
election on their behalf in March, dragging immi- 
gration into the contest with a claim that the 
government secretly intended to disperse 17,000- 
20,000 immigrants to the South West. When 
challenged for evidence he replied “‘I did not pick 
the figures from the air, I heard them on TV or 
radio or read them somewhere. Although I have 
spent a lot of time trying to trace the source, I 
can’t’’. 

In fact, this little invention was only one of 
several highly successful ploys to make the headlines 
in the local press. The Plymouth YNF organiser 
made the news by claiming that his wife had been 
terrorised by anonymous death threats on the 
phone, and the Exeter branch created quite a stir 
by alleging that their mail was being systematically

deny the Nazi’s campaign of genocide against the 
Jews. 


Elsewhere in Spearhead, John Tyndall returns to 
the embarrassing issue of the success of the Anti- 
Nazi League Carnival. Tyndall’s attempts to down- 
grade the Carnival are as amusing as they are 
desperate. First, he attempts to reduce the numbers 
from 80,000 to 50,000. Then he says that the 
coaches were subsidised. Then he says that, of 
course, NF supporters all work very hard “for most 
of the week’’, often on Saturdays, and therefore 
‘have limited time to go on demonstrations”’. 
And he says that the Left has had much larger 
demonstrations before. 

Finally, in case none of these arguments has 
totally convinced his readers, he claims that the 
size of the demonstration proved what a terrible 
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interfered with. Both of these claims proved to be 
groundless. In the latter case, the local papers 
decided to test the allegations by asking NF head 
office to send them some literature through the 
post. The literature, surprise surprise, never arrived, 
but it seems more likely that it was never posted, 
than that somebody tampered with it in transit. 
Branches have recently been formed in Exeter, 
Torbay and Falmouth-Camborne, in addition to 
the relatively long established branch in Plymouth. 
In Torbay, where the founding of the branch 
coincided with the arrival of former West Midland 
organiser Keith Jowsey, they have had difficulty 
in finding a meeting place, having been thrown out 
of at least one hotel where they had tried to 
gather. To compensate they are regularly holding 
regional socials in the Tamar public house at 
Crownhill in Plymouth, which has for some time 
been the venue for Plymouth NF branch meetings. 
Faced with a number of new branches they have 
reorganised their regional structure with Devon and 
Cornwall being hived off from Dorset and put 
under the control of former Camborne organiser 
Nigel Hedger. Hedger, readers will recall, is only just 
recovering from several embarrassing run-ins with 
the authorities. His predecessor, Mr Gordon 
Cummins of Saltash in Cornwall was ignominiously 
expelled from the NF for “behaviour prejudiced 
to the security of the party” after he told a local 


danger the NF poses: 


‘So to the question of how worried I was at this demon- 
stration I replied that the main thought it left in my mind 
was that of how worried our enemies must be about us!”’ 


Well, indeed, people are worried about the NF, 
with good reason, and that is why they campaign 
against them, and why the ANL Carnival was such 
a triumph, and why it is more than pleasing, later 
in the article, when Tyndall admits that “‘we 
are under strain’. And it is even more pleasing, 
because more specific, to learn that the NF are no 
more than ‘“‘likely”’ to field “between 250 and 
318” candidates at the next election. 

Because only a couple of months ago they were 
definitely going to field at least 320. 

(One final nicety from Tyndall’s piece: the 
Leader states that the NF’s Remembrance Day 
march attracted “‘between 6 and 7 thousand”’. 
It’s rather a pity, therefore, that in the same issue 
of Spearhead, one K. Jameson claims that 8,000 
attended the same march, particularly as even that 
figure is only a tenth of those who came out 
against the Front on April 30).

As we have frequently pointed out (and do so again

paper that the Front were receiving secret infor- 
mation on defence matters from sympathisers 
working in Devonport Dockyard. It now seems 
that the knives are being sharpened up for Len 
Morris, the Plymouth organiser who faces expulsion 
over the same affair. 

More ominous than their predictable huffing 
and puffing is the emphasis they are putting on 
building the Young National Front. Already 
they have leafletted schools in Plymouth, Exeter 
and Bodmin, and they claim to have established 
branches of the YNF in schools in Barnstaple 
and Saltash. YNF members in one Cornish town 
have recently been boasting about “going on 
exercises’ with a local Territorial Army unit. 

Nor do they seem to be worried about keeping 
up the pretence of respectability, which has 
characterised their activities in the South West up 
till now. In April, about twenty NF members 
physically disrupted a meeting of the Labour Party 
Young Socialists in Camborne. After the event, 
Camborne organiser Malcolm Swingler had the 
effrontery to tell the press that ““We would hope 
that all people in Cornwall would act in a civilised 
manner’. 

The NF’s apparent growth, however, has not 
gone unchallenged. In several areas, including 
Plymouth, Exeter, Torbay and North Devon, 
anti-fascist groups and branches of the Anti-Nazi 


in this issue of Searchlight), the League of St. 
George is an openly-Nazi, pro-Hitler organisation, 
which is so rabidly extremist that it has been 
proscribed by the National Front. No surprise, 
this: for the latest (June) issue of the League 
Review has a long article lauding ‘‘the achieve- 
ments of Nazi Germany”, and arguing that, in 
Britain today, “‘it is necessary to show the Nazis in 
the best light possible’’. 

What is a bit surprising, however, particularly in 
view of the proscription referred to above, is the 
fact that both the June and April editions of the 
Review contain articles by one K.R. McKilliam, a 
former NF by-election candidate and prospective 
Front candidate for Ashford. Nor is this some kind 
of rip-off; we are told that the League has his 
“‘permission” to print these articles. 

So we can expect stern discipline to be wreaked 
on Capt. McKilliam by the National Front, and we 
will report it to you when it occurs. Consorting 
with a lot of Nazis indeed! 

Sadly, however, we suspect that we will have to 
wait some time for McKilliam to be disciplined. 
Not only because, of course, open NF members 
have written for the League Review before, and 
suffered nothing for so doing; but also because 
Capt. McK. has spewed out much Nazi filth in the 


League have been formed, and are rapidly building 
up support. Particularly encouraging is the involve- 
ment of Labour Party members in these com- 
mittees. In Plymouth especially, they have cause to 
be concerned. The NF have declared their intention 
of contesting the Devonport constituency of 
Foreign Secretary David Owen; a seat which is 
very marginal indeed. Other seats which they plan 
to contest are Torbay, Bodmin, North Cornwall 
and the Drake constituency of Plymouth. 


Despite their modestly increasing membership, 
their public activities in the region have bordered 
on the amateur, and they have had to rely on 
rather pathetic stunts to win press publicity. 
Unfortunately, the local press has too often fallen 
hook line and sinker for the fabricated stories fed 
to them by local NF officers. The antics of some of 
their local leaders have also caused them embarrass- 
ment, and damaged their credibility. Whether the 
arrival of tested organisers like Keith Jowsey or 
John Dodd from Liverpool will help them to 
consolidate themselves through a General Election 
campaign, remains to be seen. 

It also remains to be seen whether they can 
succeed in fulfilling the ambition of Don Spry, 
their Torbay organiser, who wants to establish the 
National Front as ‘“‘a family organisation’’. Perhaps 
he has the Cosa Nostra in mind.

past without bothering anyone. 

The most notorious example was his pamphlet 
Our Nation is being Destroyed which recounted 
the dear old conspiracy theory without bothering 
to exclude the word Jew (‘“‘The Bolshevik Revo- 
lution was organised and carried out by Jews’’; the 
“Jews are out to destroy the family life and the 
national life of our nation’’). 

And on that occasion, he concluded with a 
booklist including The Protocols of the Elders of 
Zion. 
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DEEP SPROAT 


Mr Iain Sproat, Tory MP for Aberdeen South, was 
held up as a crude example of those who play at 
‘populist politics couched in the most sensational 
and emotive language’, by a professor from Aber- 
deen University. Professor Robert Moore, a socio- 
logist and an authority on race relations said that 
Mr Sproat’s plea that black immigration should be 
stopped because of the increasing number of 
racialist attacks, was one of the first objectives of 
the National Front. Sproat had called for ‘at least 
a five-year ban to give us breathing space’ and said 
that ‘Unless we act fast and tough, the most blood- 
thirsty predictions of racial violence could come 
true’. Professor Moore pointed out that no govern- 
ment has ever lifted a ‘“‘temporary” ban or restric- 
tion on immigration. He said, “If Mr Sproat means 
by this ‘total ban’ that we should move to a non- 
racial immigration policy it represents the first 
liberal gloss on a fundamentally negative and 
repressive set of policies. The only coloured 
immigrants now are dependents of people already 
settled here. What Mr Sproat really means is to 
keep these people out and therefore what he is 
saying is anti-family”’. 


CAMDEN FIRM BACKS NF 

The Camden Against Racism organisation held a 
picket outside a carpet company to publicise the 
fact that the firm’s directors signed (knowingly) 
the nomination papers of an NF candidate in the 
local elections. CAR members said they though 
that people were entitled to know who they were 
buying from and that many people were amazed to 
learn about the sponsorship. The directors, who are 
all from one family, said afterwards that they 
had been neighbours of Paul Kavanagh, the NF 
candidate, for 12 years, and they wanted to give 
him the chance to see what the community felt 
about the National Front. 37 votes was all he could 
raise in fact. 


STUDENTS’ ANTI-NAZI DAY 


June 28th was Anti-Nazi Day for all students in 
Britain, and the start of a new campaign by the 
NUS against racism and fascism. Support for the 
campaign comes from all parties within the NUS, 
and all unions have been sent a tactics sheet. This 
includes a suggestion to compile a dossier on racist 
attacks on overseas students, and urges them to 
link up with other sections of the anti-fascist 
movement. 

A survey on life for overseas students in this 
country recently published says that harassment, 
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NEWs IN BRIEF 


violence and hostility are commonplace for foreign 
students. The report concentrated on sudents from 
Iraq, Nigeria and Malaysia, and many of them had 
stories of loneliness, insults and often violent 
attacks. Some students felt that when UK people 
looked at them they were thinking, ‘““You shouldn’t 
be here”’. 

The report, Freedom to Study, was sponsored 
by the Overseas Students Trust and calls on the 
government to clarify its policies on educational 
aid and co-operation. One of the recommendations 
is for improved counselling services specifically for 
overseas students. In its conclusions it says that 
northern universities offer a warmer welcome to 
foreigners than they do down in the south, and 
that Bradford University was one of the friendliest 
in Britain. 


FRONT ACTIVITY IN DEVON 


Front activity in Devon and Somerset has been 
causing a great deal of concern, especially their 
attempts to recruit school students for the YNF. 
After a branch of the YNF was formed at a Barn- 
staple school, Devon Education Committee took 
steps immediately to ban any party political 
canvassing in schools. Peter Hain told a Meeting 
of the Labour Party in Taunton that the Anti- 
Nazi League was organising a conference that 
would bring together all the people in the West 
country opposed to the ‘new Nazis’. 


... AND KENT 


In Ashford, the recently-formed YNF have been at 
the school gates handing out their propaganda, 
despite complaints to the police from a headmaster. 
He complained after hearing about ‘obscene’ 
NF leaflets showing dismembered bodies being 
dropped through letterboxes in Challock nearby. 
The NUT county secretary Mr Denis Gee, said he 
would raise the matter at the next meeting, though 
he also said “I’m tempted to ignore their action 
because the NF feeds on publicity’’. 


NUPE THREATEN ACTION 


The Salisbury branch of NUPE has called on the 
local council not to let buildings to the NF before 
the General Election. In Luton, where the NUPE 
branch threatened to strike if the council used a 
non-union caretaker to open a school for a Front 
meeting recently, a sum of £4,000 was spent after 
the meeting was allowed to go ahead. 200 police- 
men were present and most of the demonstrators 
who asked to attend the meeting were turned away. 


A local Conservative councillor has called on the 
County Council to refuse lettings to the NF on the 
grounds that they are not public, and the secretary 
of the Trades Council has demanded an inquiry 
into who opened the school for the meeting. 


TORY COUNCILLOR UNREPENTENT 

The Tory councillor who said he could find no 
quarrel with the leaflet How to Spot a Red Teacher 
in West Sussex, refused to apologise or withdraw 
his statement after an angry debate in the council. 
One councillor called him a ‘dangerous ignorant 


man’ and the Labour leader called on him to 
produce evidence to back his claim which was a 


‘slur’ on the teaching profession. But Coun. Peter 
Shepherd, who had originally spoken out in 
criticism of the Bishop of Chichester when he 
condemned the NF, said “I am not going to 
withdraw anything I’ve said. It is simply incumbent 
on me to clarify anything that has been misunder- 
stood. I stress again that I am not pro-National 
Front propaganda’’. 

Labour councillors were considering putting a 
censure motion to the full County Council after 
this debate. 


BLACKPOOL AND THE FRONT 

The NF are hoping to hire the Town Hall in 
Blackpool for their annual meeting in November 
or January. The original application was for 
October but the Town Hall is not available then, 
and the Front have changed the date because of 
the likelihood of a General Election. The Labour 
leader of Blackpool Council Ivan Taylor said that 
‘the National Front should be told very clearly 
that they are not welcome in Blackpool’. 


MINERS’ RESOLUTION 


The National Union of Mineworkers condemned 
the NF and other racialist organisations at their 
annual conference in Inverness. Delegates pledged 
to work for racial harmony by eliminating political, 
economic and social inequality, and demanded an 
end to all facilities for anyone who discriminates 
on the basis of race, sex or religion. 


EALING CRC CHALLENGE COUNCIL 


In Ealing the NF are to be allowed to hold a public 
meeting in the Town Hall after a very narrow vote 
in the general services committee. Because it is 
such a controversial subject and there are many 
councillors who are against the NF meeting in 
public buildings, it seemed likely that there would 
be a big debate in the council. 

Ealing CRC said they were horrified at the 
decision to allow the meeting and the local MP 
Mr Sydney Bidwell said “If Ealing Council agree to 
this move they will be making a profound mistake 
which they will live to regret’’. President of the 


Indian Workers Association Mr Vishnu Sharma 
said, “‘We will oppose this move with all the power 
we have’’. 


MONTY MODLYN THREATENED 


Monty Modlyn, a radio and TV star in the south 
told an audience of 800 that he had to have police 
protection after receiving threats from the National 
Front. He said the threats came after he had 
advocated racial harmony. 


EX-NF MAN JAILED 

Four men were jailed for attacking and wounding 
three black youths in Wolverhampton. The judge 
told them “If people followed your example we 
would arrive at a state of affairs which prevailed in 
Germany before the Second World War and has 
occurred in the Southern States of America’’. The 
leader of the four, John Spencer, was a former NF 
member, and police found a home-made truncheon 
in his home, along with NF literature. 

He admitted four charges of causing £700 worth 
of damage to shop windows belonging to Asians in 
Wolverhampton as well as malicious wounding and 
assault. He was jailed for two and a half years and 
the other three men for twelve months each. 


ACTION IN HUDDERSFIELD 

Trade Unionists in Huddersfield held a special 
meeting to discuss Kirklees Council’s policy of 
hiring out public buildings to the National Front. 
The council have so far stated that buildings are 
hired out to any organisation under the sun, as 
long as there are no disturbances in the halls as a 
result. Trade unionists, representatives of churches 
and other groups who were at the meeting decided 
to ask the Mayor of Kirklees to receive a delegation 
from the Trades Council, and recommend that the 
TC should form a broad-based committee to 
combat racialism 


NALGO CLOSES THE DOOR 

Delegates at the NALGO annual conference in 
Brighton agreed to take a positive stand against the 
extreme right wing parties. They condemned 
racism and any organisation actively inciting racial 
hatred, and recommended all union branches to 
urge their employing authorities to close all doors 
to organisations like the National Front. 


WELSH CHURCHMEN CONDEMN NF 

Racism and the National Front were condemned 
by Welsh church leaders at a General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church of Wales. The Assembly 
also instructed the Finance Board to investigate the 
Church’s investments and to consider not investing 
in any South African companies because of recent 
repressive and racist laws in that country. 
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
